On the 28th the 
foast of the God of Firo waa celebrated near the 
American, Mission Hospital and tho place wos 
very crowded, The doctor of the hospital, an 
American Missionary, intorferod with the pro- 
ceedings on the ground that the noise was 
Sunoying the patients in the hospital, ‘IMho 
natives were groatly dissatisiod. While the 


crowd was discussing. tho mattor with the 
dootor, it was found that ono of tho joss 
images had boon thrown down.’ .This-cansad-the—-— 
people to become wild with anger. The bad 
choraotors present, seizing this protert, sot fixe to 
the hospital, the church, the mission house and 
soveral of tho -houses occupied by tho native 
Christians, They massacred five of the foreign 
mombore of the mission, Tho authorities wory 
unable to calm the paople’s angor, ‘This nows 
reached Canton tivo Asys ago.
